THE WEEKLY 
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intered at the postoffice at Minneapolis, 
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For the last week the flour production 
of the country was somewhat smaller 
than in the previous week, due princi- 
pally to many of the large mills closing 
down on Labor Day. In the southwest 
the Oklahoma, Kansas and Kansas 
City mills ran steadily, as a rule, and 
made large sales. While liberal sales 
were made to Great Britain, trade was 
principally domestic. Millsin St. Louis 
and vicinity ran steadily and the output 
was large. There was a fair demand 
for flour from both foreign and domes- 
tic markets. The winter wheat mills in 
the central and southeastern states ran 
more steadily than in the preceding 
week, and a somewhat better demand for 
flour was noted, principally in near-by 
and eastern markets, though close 

rices were necessary to do business. 

n the northwest, the large mills out- 
side of Minneapolis Dag entra operated 
steadily and reported business as fair. 
Minneapolis mills fell off largely in 
their output. The spring wheat mills 
did a fairly large business in the aggre- 
gate, though orders were small and 
mostly dumestic. Any large sales for 
export were on old freight rates or on 
concessions in price. Freight rates 
were a factor in the week’s situation and 
will be in the near future. There is 
some indication of a weakening in in- 
land rates, but ocean rates have ad- 
vanced until export business at a profit, 
from the northwest, is practically im- 
possible. Another feature has been, 
and still is, the damage to wheat in 
shock and stack in Minnesota and the 
Dakotas. Damage has unquestionably 
been done by the rains of several weeks 
ago and by the general downpour this 
week. The extent of the damage can 
of course only be estimated at this time. 
In southern innesota, where the best 
crop has been raised, farming is the 
oldest and is conducted in the most sys- 
tematic manner. Good stacking is the 
rule in that section. When properly 
stacked, wheat will stand a large 
amount of rain without serious damage. 
But over a large part of the northwest, 
the crop is not in a condition to with- 
stand the heavy rains, and the wheat 
has been seriously injured in grade. 


THE city of Galveston, Texas, has 
been overtaken by a fearful calamity. 
A hurricane and a tidal wave combined 
swept over the island on which the city 
was built and submerged the greater 

ortion of it. The loss of life must have 

een a omen J and the loss of property 
beyond calculation. The meager tele- 
graphic news which is all as yet obtain- 
able from the stricken district, indicates 
the existence of a inost appalling situa- 
tion. The splendid and prosperous plant 
of the Texas Star Flour Mills, owned by 
G. Reymershoffer’s Sons, is located at 
Galveston. Immediately on hearing of 
the storm, the Northwestern Miller tele- 
— to Galveston to ascertain if any 
of the proprietors or employees of the 
mill had been hurt, but no reply has as 
yet been received. Our St. Louis corre- 
spondent, Mr. Yager, who also has 
charge of our Texas correspondence, 
wires us that the Texas Star Mills have 
been wrecked and the adjoining ele- 
vator badly damaged. The steamer be- 
longing to the mill, used by it in sup- 
plying its large Cuban trade, has been 
driven ashore and wrecked. Three Gal- 
veston elevators containing 2,300,000 
bushels of grain are reported seriously 
damaged. Mr. Yager also informs us 
that Stanley G. Spencer, agent of the 
Elder-Dempster %& ae Co., was 
killed, and that Thomas Webster, Sr., 
secretary to the Grain Inspector of the 
port, and his family of four, were 
drowned. Great anxiety is felt for 
James Holland, until recently manager 
of the Texas Export Flour Co. Mr. 
Holland with his wife and three chil- 
dren lived within two blocks of the Gulf, 
and the reports state that every build- 
ing in this district was swept away. It 


is hoped that Mr. Holland and his fam- 
ily escaped, but at this writing nothing 
is known, outside of Galveston, as to 
their fate. 


THERE is death and destruction in 
Galveston and in her misfortune she 
will have the sympathy of the civilized 
world, but something is needed more 
than mere sympathy, and this will be 
forthcoming from the ever generous 
American people, who will be glad and 
peomes to do what they can to relieve 
he awful distress now prevailing in the 
Texas city. Aftersuch a terrible visita- 
tion there must be great need of money 
and food. Doubtless Galveston will do 
her utmost to care for the distressed 
and bereaved within her borders. It is 
probable that with the customary self- 
reliance of American cities she will un- 
dertake to do this work alone and un- 
aided. This, however, will not be per- 
mitted her even if it were within her 
power. On such occasions, in the pres- 
ence of such a fearful catastrophe, all 
Americans whether residents of Texas 
or not are alike moved to do some- 
thing to show their sympathy and sor- 
row. There is ample room forevery im- 
pulse of generosity to have full sway 
without the slightest danger of overdo- 
ing it. The loss at the least calculation 
will be enormous, and at the best, we 
more fortunate ones can only hope to 
temporarily overcome it. The need of 
food among the homeless and destitute 
will be immediate and pressing. For- 
tunately, the American millers are ina 
position to give from their store that 
which can be made use of the minute it 
is received—good wholesome flour. We 
have no doubt that they will do their 
full duty in this emergency as they have 
always done heretofore. 


THERE will not be time to arrange for 
any concerted action on the part of the 
millers nor will it be necessary in order 
to stimulate generosity. This can safe- 
ly be left to the heart of the American 
miller, which has shown itself always 

uick to respond to humanity’s call. 

oubtless the railroads will carry free 
of charge all yi donated to the 
stricken city. All that is necessary for 
millers to do is simply to follow the ex- 
ample of James G. Lawrence, that fine 
old miller of Wabasha, Minnesota, who, 
when he read of the Galveston disaster, 
did not wait to ascertain further particu- 
lars or to inquire if help was needed; 
for he realized the need at once, and 
stepping to the telephone ordered his 
mill to load, without a moment’s delay, 
125 barrels, one car, of his best patent 
fiour, packed in eighth cotton sacks, to 
be shipped immediately to the Mayor of 
Galveston. Other Minnesota mills have 
announced their intention of contribut- 
ing and we hope that the entire milling 
trade will be prompt to help. The 
Northwestern iller has no flour to 
gives but it has wired the Texas Star 

‘lour Mills to draw on it for one hun- 
dred dollars for relief purposes. We 
most devoutly hope that the newspaper 
reports of the great calamity will prove 
to be exaggerated, but we must confess 
that at present there seems nothing up- 
on which to base such a hope. As for 
Galveston, while the blow from which 
she suffers is a severe one, it is far from 
being fatal. If Pompeii had been an 
American city, we doubt if she would 
have succumbed so completely to her 
visitation. On the contrary, it is safe to 
conclude that before the ashes which 
overwhelmed her were fairly cool, an- 
other city would have been begun upon 
the same site. Galveston, we are con- 
fident, will rise superior to her mis- 
fortune and, restored and improved, will 
again take her proper place among the 
important cities of the United States.

Our Tennessee correspondent calls 
attention to a subject, in his letter this 
week, to which fiour buyers should 

ive heed. The subject to which he re- 

ers is the practice of flour blending. 

This obtains to a great extent in certain 
portions of the south and the opera- 
tions of the blenders are rapidly be- 
coming a trade outrage. Blending in 
itself is not objectionable and blenders 
of flour have a right, of course, to con- 
duct their business so long as they do 
so in a legitimate way; when, however, 
they attempt to pose as millers and con- 
vey, or try to convey, the impression to 
the flour buyer that they are engaged in 
the manufacture of flour, they are guilty 
of misrepresentation and fraud and 
should be exposed. These southern 
blenders invest in an inexpensive blend- 
ing machine costing a few hundred dol- 
lars. They then pick up job lots of 
flour from country mills having an ex- 
cess which they are willing to sacrifice 
at less than cost because they lack the 
intelligence or energy to properly mar- 
ket their product. With this outcast 
flour, of varying grades and qualities, 
and his trumpery machine, in which he 
assimilates it into a resemblance of a 
standard grade, the enterprising blend- 
erisall ready for the metamorphosis 
which shall turn him into a 'tmerchant 
miller,’ able to delude any half-witted 
flour buyer who lacks the discernment 
to discriminate between a mill on paper 
and a real flour mill. 


THE transforming touch is given by a 
letter head. This can be procured from 
any lithographer and is usually as cheap 
and showy as the blender himself. The 
only requisite of the letter head is that 
it shall bear a pompous title and repre- 
sent a large capacity. Such names as 
the ‘‘Standard Mills,’ the ‘'Globe 
Mills,”’ the ‘Imperial Mills’ and the 
‘*Star Mills,’ coupled with paper capac- 
ities varying from 1,000 to 3,000 barrels 
per day are very popular with the blend- 
er. Equipped with his job lot flour, his 
blending machine and his lying letter 
head, the blender becomes, for corre- 
spondence purposes at least, a full- 
fledged miller. He has flour to sell and 
quotations to make and these quota- 
tions are on a parity with himself, his 

lant and his pretence—cheap and mis- 
eading. The competition made by the 
blender is a disturbing factor because 
it does not represent a legitimate mill, 
a legitimate cust nor a legitimate qual- 
ity; nevertheless, flour buyers imagine 
they are buying from a real miller un- 
til they finally discover their mistake, 
to their own great cost. Of course the 
blenders cannot sell a grade that is uni- 
form, and a buyer taking what they 
offer gets what he pays for, a bastard 
mixture of the product of various mills. 
Such ill-selected flour cannot be de- 
pended upon for strength, color or any 
of the attributes which contribute to 
make a sterling grade. Flour buyers 
who purchase from blenders under the 
mistaken idea that they are buying 
from real millers ought to have them- 
selves locked up in some establishment 
for the cure of mental incapacity. 


THIs type of blender is not a miller; 
he is merely a jobber in flour who has a 
hospital for treating off-grades and 
making them indistinguishable, one 
from the other. He can offer the flour 
buyer no advantages whatever. Ifthe 
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latter desires to buy and sell country 
flours of various grades, he should buy 
direct from the mills and do his own 
mixing and blending, thereby placing 
himself in as good pusition as the al- 
leged miller with the machine, the let- 
ter head and the paper capacity. There 
is of course a large amount of legiti- 
mate blending being done which is 
quite right and proper. It is the blend- 
er who exceeds his proper limits and at 
tempts to pose as a miller to whom we 
make objection. The illustrious Imbs 
of St. Louis used to do a large business 
in this line and at one time exported 
quantities of blended flour. Imbs, how- 
ever, controlled a number of country 
mills and they probably produced about 
the same grade of flour, hence he was 
doubtless able to keep his product up 
to some kind of a standard as long as 
he cared to do so. He used to speak of 
his St. Louis plant as his ‘'confederate 
mill,” with a characteristic smile. 
Nashville, Tennessee, is infested with 
these blending plants calling them- 
selves ‘'mills’? and having letter head 
capacities of from 1,000 to 3,000 barrels 
per day. They are a nuisance to the le- 
gitimate millers of that city and should 
be compelled either to do business with- 
out making false claims, or to retire al- 
together. A word of advice to buyers 
may not be out of place. If you want 
blended flour, buy it of blenders who do 
not masquerade as millers, and who do 
not misrepresent what they have for 
sale. If you want to buy from millers, 
choose those of known reliability who 
have actual mills in operation, a stand- 
ard to maintain and a reputation for 
honor and probity back of them. It 
never pays to buy from cheap-jacks in 
the milling business. You may geta 
bargain once but you will surely be 
swindled in the long run. 





Last February we published the 
above cartoon as showing the dangerous 
and rocky path along which the poor 
old Millers National Association was 
being urged with club and spur while 
handicapped by every disadvantage it 
was possible for the management to 
place upon its patient back or attach to 
its stumpy tail. The cartoon which ap- 
pears on the front page of this issue 
shows to what a desperate condition the 
organization has been since brought by 
a stubborn continuation of the same 
policy. Over-weighted and over-ridden, 
the poor old nag, once an active, sound- 
winded and useful animal, has finally 
stumbled off the pathway and fallen 
down the precipice which has yawned 
before it for some time. Only $1,079 
was,in June last, left in the associa- 
tion’s once plethoric and comfortable 
treasury; the remainder went for fat 
salaries and useless Washington ex- 
9eLses incurred in feeble lobbying for 
egislation that failed to pass. This 
$1,079 represents the slender tail which 
alone prevents the mis-used horse from 
disappearing into oblivion. As long 
as this holds, the association may be 
said to preserve some sort of an official 
existence through its secretary, who 
will probably hold on grimly as long 
as there is a dollar in sight; but it cer- 
tainly looks as if the next pay-day 
would be rather difficult to reach, under 
the circumstances. Prejudice, mis- 
management and a defiant and deter- 
mined adherence to a policy of narrow- 
minded partisanship have finally 
brought this once influential and power- 
ful association to what seems to be its 
finish. Such an end to what was at one 
time a strong millers’ organization is 
much to be regretted, and other associa- 
tions should take warning from it and 
avoid allowing the management of 
their affairs to fall into the control ofa 
clique.

Government Report on Buckwheat. 








[Special Dispatch.) 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The average 
condition of buckwheat on Sept. 1 was 
80.5 as compared with 87.9 on Aug. 1, 
1900; 75.2 on Sept. 1, 1899; 88.8 at the 
corresponding date in 1898 and 86.3 the 
mean of the September averages for the 
last ten years. In New York and Penn- 
sylvania, which together produce about 
five-sevenths of the entire crop, there 
was a decline of 11 points and 5 points 
respectively during August. In Maine, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, the only oth- 
er states having 20,000 acres or upward 
in buckwheat, the condition decline is | 
pola. 8 points and 2 points respectively. 

n New York and Pennsylvania the 
condition Sept. 1 was 7 points and 1! 
points below the respective ten-year av- 
erages, while in Maine, Michigan and 
Wisconsin it was 2,7 and 12 points re 
spectively above such averages.

TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHTS, 


A good deal of gossip has been cur- 
rentin the past two days about east- 
bound freight rates on flour. It would 
appear that the old contracts in force 
when rates were restored on Sept. 1, and 
which were to be recognized, have at 
least been made pretty elastic and to 
cover more flour than competing lines 
intended they should. In fact, it is 
strongly intimated that lines having no 
contracts have come into the market 
and taken flour on the same basis of the 
old contracts. It is really not stating 
the matter too strongly in saying that 
many shippers are now looking for 
rates to soon be back close to the basis 
prevailing previous to Sept. 1. 

Another heavy appreciation has oc- 
curred in ocean rates during’ the week 
and they are quoted about 2c per 100 lbs 
higher than a week ago. Exporters are 
naturally wondering when this condi- 
tion of things will end, as it greatly 


handicaps them in trying to do business. 
However, rates may yet goconsiderably 
higher, as they did in 1891, when as high 
as 2ic was paid on flour from Newport 
News to London.

FLAX AND ITS PRODUCTS, 


Local flax stocks last week increased 
32,000 bus and are 54,000 larger thana 
year ago. 

Walter D. Douglas, formerly owner of 
the Douglas oil mill here, is spending a 
few days in Minneapolis on business. 

Tuesday night, Sept. 11, there was a 
slight frost at some points in the north- 
west, but it appears to have done no 
harm to flax. 

North Dakota weather bureau report, 
Sept. 10: ‘'All flax sown early has been 
cut, but that sown late is still green and 
shows no signs of ripening, but if not 
harmed by frost within the next two 
weeks, which seems very improbable, 
it will make a good crop.” 

South Dakota weather bureau: Flax 
harvest has ea progressed well, 
with fair yield and good quality indi- 
cated. In some northern localities, 
fields of the very late are just bolling; 
reports indicate that the late and me- 
dium late promise well, if frost holds off 
long enough. 

Oil meal and cake are in good demand 
and prices firm. Foreigners are in the 
market to buy cake for deferred ship- 
ment and more or less has been sold 
for October. Local oil mills are just be- 
ginning to start, and by next week a 
large part of the crushing capacity will 
be in operation. Meal in car lots f. o. 
b. Minneapolis is quotable at $25 per 
ton and cake at $24. Mill managers look 
for an excellent demand for cake this 
year, owing toa short supply of feeding 
stuffs in Europe, and they expect prices 
to rule high.

The most that we are above 
Kansas flour is 50c per bbl and we are 
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holding our trade. We are even ship- 
ping flour from Minneapolis into the 
ere Other Minnesota 
millers report that the Kansas competi- 
tion is not near as a as it was 
three weeks ago, and that they now feel 
it much less than they do that from Iowa 
millers. 

Some northwestern millers elsewhere 
in this issue give expression as to their 
experience in the milling year just 
closed, and the most of them say that 
business was unsatisfactory. While no 
doubt a majority of the mills made some 
money, it was not at all commensurate 
with the capital invested and the labor 
and effort put forth. One condition 
which materially helped them to make 
as ee a showing as they did, was the 
high price commanded by offal. In no 
former year have prices of millfeed 
ruled so high. On the other hand, com- 
paratively high freight rates to Europe 
militated against an export trade. Not 
nearly as low rates ruled as have exist- 
ed in other years. 

J. H. Allen, for many years manager 
and principal stock-holder of the Fer- 
gus Flour mill] at Fergus Falls, Minn., 
has sold his interest in that progeey 
and retired from active business. y.¢ 
Tennant, one of the owners of the Otter 
Tail mill, by the change becomes inter- 
ested also in the Fergus Flour mill, and 
the two plants in future will be oper- 
ated together, under the name of the 
Fergus Flour Mills Co., Mr. Tennant 
serving as manager.

The mills last. week ground approxi- 
mately 1,250,000 bus wheat and this 
week will probably require around 1,350,- 
000. The receipts for the week were 
1,780,000 bus, or 450,000 larger than for 
the corresponding week in 1899. The 
movement is quite free, though rainy 
and unfavorable weather is calculated 
to soon restrict it. The receipts now are 
largely of new wheat and it is grading 
poorly, because of the effect of rain. 

In the past week, there has been a 
heavy fall of water over much of the 
northwest, particularly in North Dako- 
ta and northern Minnesota, and it is 
feared that the wheat has been badly 
hurt. Former rains in the north had 
lowered the grade of a good deal of 
wheat, but those of the past few days 
have been much more damaging. Even 
where wheat was in stack, the water 
seems to have penetrated it and left the 
grain in anything but a promising 
state. Also in South Dakota, rains 
have been so hard and continuous that 
considerable damage is now feared. 

The government crop report today 
seemed to be left out of consideration. 
It was interpreted as representing a 
crop of 485,000,000 bus, winter and 
spring wheat combined.

It is 
doubtfal if there was a buyer in Chica- 
go who was anxious to take any large- 
sized lot of flour during the week, un- 
less it was a big bargain. They simply 
will not take hold when wheat acts as 
it did all week. Generally speaking, the 
majority of buyers are not particular) 
bearish, but when a half cent drops o 
one day, a slight weakness is felt the 
next, and no life whatever is shown in 
wheat, it takes a salesman qualified to 
sell wooden nutmegs to makes sales to 
Chicago buyers. Perhaps some of the 
salesmen here are thus qualified, but 
their sales were of such small propor- 
tions for the week that they do not hesi- 
tate telling in few words how the week 
ended.

RAILROAD RATES AND NOTES. 


It is reported by a local exchange that 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul and 
the Chicago & Northwestern roads have 
made a compromise with the Minnesota 
railroad commission in the rate contro- 
yoeey, whereby the roads agree to put 
in the terminal or distributing tariffs 
for the small cities of the state, putting 
them on my ge | the same basis as 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Duluth. They 
also agree not to change classifications 
without re the commission. On 
the other hand, the commission gives 
up its contention for distance tariff. 
The other southern Minnesota roads, 
including the Minneapolis & St. Louis 
and the Chicago Great Western will, no 
doubt, be obliged to make a similar ar- 
rangement. But the northern Minnesota 
roads, the Great Northern, the Northern 
Pacific and the Soo line, will fight the 
matter in the courts. 

Although the larger lake steamers are 
hindered more or less from plying up and 
down the Chicago river since the open- 
ing of the new canal, the figures as com- 
piled by the government for the year 
show that the city still maintains the 
record as the greatest distributing port 
on the great lakes. The figures also 
disprove the claim often asserted that 
the railroads are gradually showing an 
increased percentage of tonnagederived 
from a decreased lake tonnage. From 
the opening of lake navigation, or from 
—_ to Aug. 1 the statistics show that 
Chicago stands at the head as regards 
the number of vessels registered, but to 
Duluth is given the credit of being the 
largest shipping point for wheat. In 
July that city received and ona? 
1,014,193 bus, and for the season, 8,268,- 
886 bus. From West Superior, the next 
port to Duluth in tonnage handled, the 
season’s business shows 5,239,051 bus. 
From this city more corn was shipped 
by lake, the total ending Aug. 1 being 
24,421, bus. The aggregate number 
of vessels entering Chicago for the sea- 
son was 3,158. ilwaukee was next 
with 1,599. Buffalo received of the en- 
tire total receipts of the season’s wheat, 
tonnage amounting to 16,745,000 bus.

If government reports were always 
bullish and were issued each time the 
wheat market lagged, and if each flour 
buyer would buy flour when millers had 
it for sale, and, it ay |e be added, ata 
profit suitable to millers, what a pleas- 
ure it would be to write the prevailing 
market conditions! But as it is, the 
task is not always a pleasant one be- 
cause conditions do not always favor 
the miller. With the observance of La- 
bor Day by all but one of the mills last 
week a shortage in the flour production 
is noted, as compared with the week be- 
fore, the aggregate being shown in the 
table following. This week, however 
it looks as though a liberal amount wil 
be made, as some of the mills that were 
down part of last week are runnin 
this week. Each miller in turn shoo 
his head today when asked if there had 
been a change in flour values since 
@ week ago, so that about $4@4.15 
wood, rules for Milwaukee patents to 
the local trade. In a wholesale way for 
eastern trade the same basis is asked.

The adoption of the rule by the Ex- 
change that buyers of grain should pay 
for their purchases at the end of seven 
days brought about a protest by the local 
concerns.

David Stott made 
one sale in Boston of 2,500 bbls to a 
dealer who stated that he could get 
flour at a considerable reduction from 
Mr. Stott’s price, but Michigan winter 
wheat flour was in demand and sold 
even with the handica against it. 
Robert Henkel also made some good 
eastern sales during the week, about 
half the product of the Commercial mill 
going in that direction. The week’s out- 
put was 9,100 bbls. There has been 
nothing done for the foreign trade. The 
bids are about 6d under a workable fig- 
ure and every time the market slumps 
the foreigners reduce their prices, mak- 
ing business impossible.

WHEAT. 


Cash business has been lively and 
has not been confined to the buying of 
local millers. Millers in the east have 
been buyers and a few cargoes were 
sold to go to Ogdensburg. These mills 
formerly took a great deal of Michigan 
wheat and 4 little spring, but of late 
they have turned things other end to 
and are now taking only a little winter 
wheat and making the bulk of their 
purchases in the northwest. This sea- 
son their purchases here have been 
lighter than ever, also later, but they 
have commenced and dealers hope for 
an improvement from now on. The 
local millers have been picking up 
nearly all the wheat that comes in, but 
farmers are not selling freely and they 
have not yet finished sending in their 
off-grade grain, which is always first to 
be marketed. Receipts continue small 
and only a small percentage grades 
contract. 

There is scarcely anything doing in 
the speculative department of the mar- 
ket. No improvement has been made 
in the quotation service and the bucket- 
shops are getting nearly all the trade. 
The latter are running ata great ex- 
pense, as all the quotations they get 
come at the regular telegraph rate as 
special messages and it is said that 
business is not large enough to make it 
pay. They are fighting, however, for 
existence and can stand a little loss. 

The local market closed with a loss of 
about lc, at 76%c for No. 2 red spot, 774c 
for October, 79%c for December and 74\e 
for No. 1 white spot.

News concerning the wheat crop is 
scarce; definite news can be obtained 
only when there is a more decided move- 
ment from storehouse to seaboard. At 
resent farmers throughout the state are 
nclined to hold their grain becausé of 
the low offers made them. The situa- 
tion may be almost termed a deadlock ; 
foreign buyers are backward at what 
our shippers call reasonable prices, and 
the shippers are unable to offer what 
farmers demand, owing to the prevail- 
ing high freight rates. It is a question 
which party will give in first. At this 
time it looks as though ship owners 
will not be the first because of the 
scarcity of vessels in port and the small 
tonnage on the way. Shippers have 
abundant stocks on hand, so it seems 
as if farmers may have to succumb in the 
end. There are now two disengaged 
vessels in port. The last charters were 
made at 40s, and, unless the unexpected 
happens, the next will be made at an 
advance. The complications of the 
Orient have attracted a great many 
vessels to the waters of the Pacific. 
When the trouble is over, cheaper freight 
rates may be looked for, but now there 
is little prospect of a reduction.

The increase in the export of flour for 
the year ending Aug. 31 through this 
ort has been very marked, 239,982 bbls 
eing shipped, against 119,951 during 
1898-99; a gain of over 120,000 bbls. In 
1896-97 only 50,107 bbIs passed through. 


The Southern Pacific has purchased 
the Galveston & Western railroad line, 
commonly known as the '' Little Susie.”’ 
The road traverses the city from east 
to west, connecting the railroad yards 
in the west end of the town and it is 
considered a valuable acquisition to 
the terminal. It is nearly fourteen 
miles in length and is located entirely 
on the island. 


The agency of the West-India-Pacific 
Steamship Line at this port has been 
transferred from J. Sawer’s Sons to 
Fowler & McVitie, since its consolida- 
tion with the Leyland Line. It is now 
the Leyland Line, West-India & Pacific 
branch and it is independent of the 
New Orleans branch. Heretofore the 
Gulf agency has been at New Orleans 
with a sub-agency, but from now on 
both branches work independent. The 
service is to be more regular and will 
cater more for passengers between here 
oe Liverpool, the same as at New Or- 
eans. 


All the roads running into this port 
have advised export shippers of cotton 
seed products that the following must 
be placed on bills of lading covering 
cotton-seed products for export: ''The 
through rate specified herein is subject 
to acceptance of the goods by the steam- 
—= or her agents, within ten days after 
arrival at port, in default whereof said 
rate is by this contract increased 8c per 
100 lbs.’”? This has come to pass through 
the exporters holding cars so long, prac- 
tically having no time limit, thereby 
converting them into a warehouse and 
often waiting for the market to rise. 


The local office of Charles F. Orth- 
wein’s Sons announces the establish- 
ment of a new service from Galveston 
to run between this port and Rotterdam 
on a monthly schedule. The name of 
the new line is the Rotterdam-American 
and is to be operated with the Dutch 
steamers Dordrecht, Kalendrecht and 
Sliedrecht. According to the published 
schedule the first named is to leave for 
Galveston from Rotterdam about Oct. 
25 and will leave herein returning about 
a month later. Other steamers will fol- 
low at intervals of about a month apart. 
An attempt is to be made with this line

C. E. French of L. Christian & Co., 
Minneapolis, Sept. 10: ‘'There has been 
but little action in either the wheat or 
flour markets during the week. A fair- 
ly steady demand for flour existed, di- 
vided between foreign and domestic 
markets. We pointed out some weeks 
ago that around 73\%c for our option 
markets, was probably a favorable 
gaee to purchase either wheat or flour. 

‘his has proved true of cash wheat and 
now that the September deal has passed 
into history, the December option has 
taken its place, presenting the same 
low points that ruled with September. 
We have now had over sixty days of 
declining markets and anything that 
would come to disturb values would 
most likely produce an advance. The 
movement of desirable grades of wheat 
from the country is very light, and it is 
not easy to buy good, dry grade wheat, 
either from the new or old crop, at cur- 
rent prices. We consider the local mar- 
ket as strong for the present and would 
buy on any breaks.”’

But few mills in Kansas and none in 
Kansas City are running less than full 
time. A great many are er their 

lants to their capacity and it is only 

n the case of mills not well established 
in the trade and with poor connections 
that part time running rules. Some there 
are running along on current sales, but 
a great number have plenty of orders 
booked and are crowded in getting out 
the stuff. The eo just now by Kan- 
sas mills is probably in a wider terri- 
tory than at any time in months if not 
in years. Domestic trade commands 
the greater interest and sales are scat- 
tered into about all territory. Eastern 
markets are proving an attractive field 
and much flour is going in that direc- 
tion, some of it to central states and the 
rest to markets far east. Into neighbor- 
ing states there is a good trade. Buyers’ 
stocks were reduced to a rather low 
point just before the new po 4 flours 
went upon the market and with prices 
apparently stable so far as the present 
and the immediate future is concerned, 
buyers are taking flour freely as com- 
pared with the — oe of July 
and early August. he southeast and 
the south are buying rather better, 
though the late cotton crop is postpon- 
ing buying there far beyond the time at 
which the active season usually begins. 
This should be an active time in the 
southern trade, but though there is a 
fair business, the trade is indifferent. 
This applies to both soft and hard wheat 
flours.

In the neighboring trade there has 
been no change for the better in the price 
basis, or for that matter in any trade. 
The level is too low. A case in point is 
in the Lowa trade where it appears that 
Kansas mill prices are generally 25c 
or more lower than necessary to meet 
spring wheat competition; the same 4 
plies, though less forcibly, to trade in 
other states. Cables are not changed 
from a week or ten days ago. Sales 
were made during the week closed at 
22s to London and at 3d and 6d lower 
than that. There was a good deal of 
business done at these prices and con- 
sidering the liberal selling of the past 
month the aggregate of Kansas flour 
now sold to British markets must now 
amount to a very respectable figure.

A committee appointed by the Board 
of Trade Friday to proceed to Chicago 
for a conference with the officials of the 
Santa Fé in regard to the $2 switching 
charge imposed by that line on cars 
transferred to other lines at Kansas 
City reported Saturday afternoon by 
wire that the charges had been with- 
drawn. In return the committee from 
the board agreed to do what it could to 
relieve the congested condition in the 
yards here and to assist the Santa Fé so 
far as possible in protecting its rolling 
stock. The charge was ordered by the 
Santa Fé a few days ago and though at 
first operative on all mabye of grain 
from its tracks was later modified so as 
to include cars switched to mills with 
certain delivery. On Saturday the 
Santa Fé advised the Board of Trade 
that it was in ea mee: to accept orders 
for transfer to the Burlington and Alton 
roads, two of the roads against which 
an embargo was declared two weeks 
ago.

The drouth still continues generally 
over Oklahoma, with extremely hot 
weather. Vegetation of all kinds is fast 
drying Up; pastures are bare, so thai 
forage and feed of all kinds will soon 
be in strong demand. Plowing for the 
next wheat crop is at a standstill and 
will be until a good rain comes. A few 
farmers are fortunate in having their 
wheat lands all ready. Some seeding 
has been done in Kansas and Oklaho- 
ma. The acreage and possibilities of 
the next crop may be largely affected 
by this dry condition of the soil and 
climate. hreshing is being rapidly 
carried on under very favorable circum- 
stances. There is probably from one- 
fourth to one-third of the wheat yet un- 
threshed. Farmers are generally filling 





up their granaries, only hauling the 
surplus to town. The price for 22 
hard wheat testing from 60 to 62 lbs is 
about 54c in the Enid market. 
* €- 
The Oklahoma mills are doing a good 


business, though one serious drawback 
is the lack of storage facilities and the 
inability of the railroads to keep the 
grain out of the way of the mills and 
elevators. Mill bins and elevators are 
full, and at numerous points in Oklaho- 
ma and Kansas the wheat is being 
dumped on the ground in large piles 
from the farmers’ wagons—the only way, 
Frye ny, L out of the dilemma. From 
lc to 2c less per bu is paid for wheat 
subject to this mode of disposal, owing 
to the slight damage which ensues. Re- 
ports from Texas are that threshing is 
nearly completed with very satisfactory 
hp but with grades greatly reduced 
y excessive rains during the latter 
art of the season.

Paris Roller Mills, Paris: ‘'Texas 
millers are foolishly cutting the price 
of their — down so close that 
there is little profit in it. Present re- 
ceipts of wheat are not good in this sec 
tion, but we have a good stock of wheat 
in hand.

Seed is high and 
consequently millfeed should be in good 
demand.”’ 

Farmersville Mills: ‘The milling 
and grain trade is brisk; the demand 
for mill products is greater than we can 
fill.

THE EVIL OF ‘'BLENDERS.”’ 

There is a growing feeling among 
millers in this section that they are be- 
ing imposed upon in a way which is not 
strictly fair, by men offering flour and 
who represent themselves to be millers. 
They have on their letter heads claims 
of capacities of from 1,000 to 3,000 bbls 
daily, when in fact they have eng | an 
apparatus for blending flour which they 
pick up in job lots from various mills 
throughout the country, who offer from 
time to time their excess at hee | low 

rices. Few buyers take the trouble to 
nvestigate as to the character of these 
so-called millers, and the quotations 
they send out for blended flours are 
used to work down the price of the prod- 
ucts of mills which make a uniform 
grade of flour produced at a large 
cost compared with the insignificant 
expense of operating a blending ma- 
chine. 

It is safe to say that the better class 
of mills have invested $20,000 to every 
$1,000 these so-called millers possess. 
This section seems to have its full share 
of this class of competition. Some of 
them have been short-lived and others 


rade 
cannot be relied upon furnished by 
these blenders. 

The millers feel that there ought to be 
some protection against competition of 
this character, because to have the price 
fixed for the output of mills which 
produce from 2,000 to 5,000 bbls daily by 
a little concern with no eapacity or pan 
ital other than a leiterhead is certainly 
an evil which should be removed.

Corn—Hus been active and weak, 
declining on heavy liquidation, meet- 
ing with very large export business as 
prices declined. On Wednesday there 
was a banner trade, sales amounting to 
nearly 1,200,000 bus of corn for export in 
all ports, and on Thursday the trade was 
very nearly 800,000 bus. The demand 
for corn in Liverpool alone is reported 
at about 400,000 bus weekly, and it takes 
only a few points with such a distribu- 
tion as this to make an enormous vol- 
ume of business.

STEAMSHIPPING NOTES. 


Advices from Santiago de Cuba state 
that the German steamer St. George 
cone from Philadelphia Aug. 5 an 
Norfolk Aug. 8 for St. Lucia and Dai- 
quiri, ran aground and is now lying 
broadside on the rocks, abandoned. 


The North German Lloyd steamship 
Bremen, which was burned at the Ho- 
boken fire, was put into dry-dock in the 
Erie Basin on Friday. It was found 
that a thick growth of grass covered the 
bottom. A large force of men has been 
put to work cleaning her and making 
temporary repairs. 

Shipments of flour from this port for 
Europe were large this week, amount- 
ing to 106,200 pecseaee, compared with 
73,900 last week and 56,500 for the cor- 
responding week a year ago. The 
largest cargoes were for London, the 
Michigan and the Minneapolis of the 
Atlantic Transport Co. taking 28,700 and 
37,300 packages respectively. 

It was reported this week that the 
White Star and the American lines had 
reduced their passenger rates to $50 
from $60, owing to the light travel at 
this time of the year, but this was de- 
nied by officials of the companies later, 
the reductions being applied only to a 
limited number of berths. At the offices 
of the other large steamship companies 
it was stated that no reduction in rates 
was anticipated.

Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, and the 
Hamburg-American liner Deutschland. 
These vessels left this port within an 
hour of each other on Tuesday last, and 
although the companies deny that a 
race is taking place, they each express 
hope that their vessel will reach the 
other side before the opponent, and they 
have no doubt but that some records 
will be broken for the eastern voyage. 
The North German Lloyd boat had an 
hour’s advantage at the start, but the 
Arrow Line steamer Critic from Leith 
and Dundee, —7 here on Friday, 
reported that on the 5th the two vessels 
were sighted, with the Deutschland 
about two miles ahead. This would 
show that she has gained about twenty- 
eight miles on the Kaiser in about two 
days.

Will youindulge an old man in a rem- 
iniscence? Twenty-three years ago on 
the tenth of this month, 1 was elected 
secretary of the Toledo Produce Ex- 
change, and have steadily continued in 
that position. 

There is no change worth noting in 
the basis of wheat values. The leading 
bear element, of course, is the primary 
receipts which continue in excess of 
1899. My table at the end of this letter 
illustrates the fact. Our dealers are all 
expecting a large addition to the current 
movement by receipts from the north- 
western states, but so far the very free 
southwestern receipts have been well 
distributed, with small resulting accum- 
ulations. It is quite worthy of note that 
the supplying of millers from these 
southwestern receipts over a wide area 
hitherto dependent upon Ohio, Indiana 
and Michigan, must continue until an- 
other harvest unless the alleged, but 
very doubtful, quantity of old wheat in 
farmers’ hands in those states can be 
rounded up into the markets. 

There is a less confident tone in our 
markets than is exhibited by English 
dealers. =. have been rather free 
buyers of us this week. From all the 
foregoing, what may be expected in 
future prices? The world has harvested 
anew crop and immediate wants will 
be supplied, in great measure, from 
this source, and my response to my 
question is what I have _ heretofore 
stated,—that we must wait for final de- 
velopments of the crop of the world; 
and second, under any probable crop 
conditions, we cannot anticipate much 
higher prices untilin the last half of the 
crop year. 

English stocks are decreasing. Our 
Pacific coast has exported very sparing- 
ly on account of higher freights and 
searcity of ships. This condition is 
more pronounced since the China out- 
break. As Argentine has about finished 
shipping wheat, English receipts wil! 
be notably reduced on this account. 
The prea visible supply of wheat 
is 2,208, bus, compared with 2,048,000 
the previous week and 7,360,000 last year. 

Until yesterday wheat prices have de- 
clined almost daily this week. This 
condition has been helpful to our mil!- 
ers in accepting foreign offers for flour. 
I cannot = expression to greatly in- 
creased advantage to millers but on the 
old score of increased profits it has been 
an improvement over the average. Both 
foreign and domestic demand has been 
stronger and mills have been able to 
meet it. The adverse element is an ad- 
vancing ocean freight rate, which is now 
excessive.

The mills of Toledo have been fully 
employed this week, and while there 
has been no essential increase in mar- 
inven profits in the flour trade, it has 

een easier to place the commodity. 
The domestic demand shows a visible 
improvement and the demand has been 
met + our millers to a fair extent. 
There has been a fair inquiry for foreign 
markets and while a good many orders 
have been responded to, that deal is 
handicapped by firm and advancing 
ocean freights. Altogether the week is 
quoted as an improvement over previ- 
ous similar periods. Millfeed is strong 
and in good request.

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CANADIAN MILLERS’ MEETING. 





A Suecessful Gathering at Toronto---Valuable Reports from the Chief 
Officers and Executive---The Outlook for Flour 


Milling in Canada. 





Ganadian millers foregathered in 
goodly numbers in annual convention 
at Toronto during the week just closed. 
An informal meeting was held in the 
rotunda of the Board of Trade at 11 
o’clock Thursday, Aug. 30, followed by 
the regular business meeting at 2 
o'clock. The business meetings were 
held in the aeons a one of the 
handsomest buildings in Toronto and 
perhaps the most aEey furnished 
oftice building in the city. 

The chair was occupied by H. L. Rice 
of St. Marys, who has so ably filled the 
position of president during the year. 

‘o his right was the secretary of the 
association, C. B. Watts, and to his left 
the veteran treasurer, William Galbraith, 
The attendance of members was about 
100, including representative men of the 
trade from our chief milling centers 
and also a good percentage of the small 
millers. The widest interest was taken 
in the proceedings of the convention, 
and on all hands, at the close, it was 
pronounced probably the most success- 
ful annual meeting yet held in the his- 
tory of the association. 

The reception, followed by discussion, 
of the reports of the various officers, was 
the first matter taken up. 


THE SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


Cc. B. Watts, secretary of the associa- 
tion, said that with two or three excep- 
tions, which were properly adjusted 
and brought to the notice of the general 
inspector, the inspection of Manitoba 
wheat during the past year had been ex- 
ceptionally satisfactory, which is to be 
credited in no small measure to the 
great effort put forth vy. the association 
a year ago in having the inspection act 
so amended that while it would not be 
oppressive to the shippers, the inspec- 
tion would be so safe-guarded that jus- 
tice would be done the millers. 

A difference of opinion, however, 
arose between the association and the 
minister of inland revenue pagneates 
certain instructions Sept. 8 last by the 
department for the inspection of Mani- 
toba grain, where the clause is made to 
read: ‘tAfter a careful perusal of the act 
of 1899, it will be observed that inspec- 
tors are required Sept. 1, 1899, to grade 
wheat and grain in accordance with the 
classification contained in the act, ex- 
cept in respect to such commercial 
grades not provided for therein, the 
standard of which will from time to 
time be established by the standard 
board,” 

The association believes that con- 
fusion is certain to arise from an inter- 
pretation of this clause and at the meet- 
ing this week, being unable to arrive at 
any satisfactory conclusion with the 
minister of inland revenue, a resolution 
was passed calling on the minister to 
issue correct instructions to the inspec- 
tors in accordance with the act and not 
have the intentions of all ee as 
embodied in the act, rendered null and 
void by the action of the commissioner. 
The secretary remarks that last year, 
when 90 per cent of the Manitoba cro 
was No. i hard, there was not muc 
probablity of trouble arising, but this 
year when probably only 10 per cent 
will grade No. 1 hard, it is an important 
matter to the millers of Ontario; and, 
to quote Mr. Watt’s words, '‘justice,’’ 
“should be done them.”’ 

Fifteen new members joined the asso- 
ciation a the year, again bearing 
evidence to the practical value of the 


association to the milling trade. In ad- 
dition to these, which only brings the 
record up to the first of July, applica- 


tions have also been received from some 
additional mills, which were passed on 
by the executive at a session prior to 
the annual meeting. 

THE TREASURER’S REPORT. 

‘The ore of the treasurer, William 
Galbraith, showed the receipts of the 
year to be $1,215.38, which, with a bal- 
ance on hand from the year previous of 
$461.49, made a total of $1,681.87. This is 
about the average receipts of last year. 
The regular expenses of the year were 
not particularly heavy but the ex- 
penses of the last annual meeting, which 
comes out of these receipts, was unus- 
ually heavy and offset the saving which 
Otherwise would have been effected, 
leaving the balance on hand at this date 
ton os the same as a year before, or 

73.63. 

REPORT OF CENTRAL WHEAT BUYER. 

The office of central wheat buyer, 


as that of secretary of the Do- 
Minion Millers Association, is held 
by ©. B. Watts. His capabilities 
for the dual office are well illus- 


trated in the practical outcome of the 
year. The previous year had been an 
exceptionally ce aor one with the 
central wheat buyer, and Mr. Watts’ re- 
marks that he hardly expected that this 
year the same success could have been 
reached; but when he came to make up 
his ropert, he was agreeably surprised 
to find that though last year had reached 
high-water-mark, this year the earnings 
had surpassed even last year’s very sat- 
isfactory figures. The earnings last 
year on commission on corn was a very 
large item, amounting to $1,412, whereas 
this year the earnings from this source 
only amounted to a little over a third, 
some $515, a falling off of $920, but this 
amount was more than made up by the 
increased commission on wheat, for the 
handling of which the office was origin- 
ally established. The total commis- 
sions for the year were $6,480.99, as 
against $6,129.39 a year ago. 

he value of the central wheat buyer’s 
office to millers may be gleaned from 
this statement in i atts’ report: 
‘tOne hundred and fifty members bought 
grain through the office during the past 
year, which shows a very large percent- 
age of our members who patronize the 
office, because it must be bornein mind 
that a considerable number of our mem- 
bers do not bring in any car wheat, deal- 
ing entirely in local business. The 
mills not members of the association 
apparently found it to their advantage, 
in spite of the high rate of commission 
charged them, to sometimes buy through 
the central wheat buyer, purchases hav- 
ing been made for forty non-members 
during the past year, some of whom, it 
may be said, have since become mem- 
bers.”’ 

The condition of the Ontario and Man- 
itoba crop as given by the central wheat 
buyer is as follows: The Ontario crop 
or shows an excellent yield, 22,812,- 

bus of winter wheat, as compared 
with their estimate of winter wheat for 
last year of 14,000,000 bus, The quality 
of the wheat for the most part is repre- 
sented as very fine, being much stronger 
than last year, but in some districts the 
white wheat is badly affected with smut. 

The Ontario spring wheat crop is also 
a good one, the estimate being 6,728,927 
bus, or about a quarter of a million 
bushels less than last year. On the oth- 
er hand Manitoba crops were badly 
damaged by drouth, and the last two 
weeks they have had too much rain, and 
unless they have fine weather for the 
balance of the harvest, what wheat bas 
grown 1 fear will be in bad condition 
from the wet. 

‘It is 4 hard to get any reliable 
estimate of the probable quantity of 
wheat they will have this year, the es- 
timates running from 11,000,000 to 20,000,- 
000 bus for Manitoba, but from what I 
can gather,’ said Mr. Watts, ‘tI think 
that 20,000,000 for Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories is about the prob- 
able yield.’”” Some Manitoba dealers 
think they will not have over 10 per cent 
of No. 1 hard, the larger portion of their 
crop being No. 3 hard, there being a 
large admixture of green grain one to 
the second growth which took place 
after the drouth was broken. The re- 

ort then refers to the winter wheat crop 
n Michigan, Iowa, Ohio and Indiana 
as light, whence our poor competi- 
tion for Newfoundland trade comes and 
also to the fact that France has a short 
crop this year, which will help our ex- 
port trade with Great Britain—all condi- 
tions that go to make the outlook for 
the Ontario millers hopeful. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 


Anyone who has watched the history 
of the Dominion Millers Association 
from its inception, as it has been my 
privilege to do, will have been im- 
pressed with the business ability, sa- 
— and devotion to milling interests 
that have always been shown by the 
men who have been placed on the execu- 
tive. The history of Canadian milling 
during the past decade shows many im- 
portant battles fought and won, anda 
substantial up-lift in Canadian milling. 
The initiative and a large part of the 
heavy work in this case has come from 
the executive of the association. 

The report presented at this year’s 
meeting showed more than one item of 
genuine importance to the present and 
future welfare of Canadian willing. 
The report told the story of the con- 
tinued and persistent efforts of the as- 
sociation to secure redress from the rail- 
way companies because of the unfair 
rates made against the miller. The day 
following the last annual meeting a 
deputation consisting of President H. 
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L. Rice, Messrs. J. L. Spink, and Hed: 
y Shaw, Toronto, John Goldie, and 
Watts, 


le 
- Neilson of Ayr, and Sceretary 


and Archie Campbell, M. P., the big 
miller of Toronto Junction, and David 
Plewes, representing outside millers, 
awaited on the divisional freight agents 
and represented the gross injustice 
which was done to the ogy interests 
of Canada by the lower freight rates 
given over the Canadian roads to the 
American millers. 

The rates for export were actually 
lower in some instances than from sta- 
tions in Canada much nearer the desti- 
nation and in all cases were much lower 
relatively when the mileage was taken 
into consideration. Very much satis- 
faction for the moment did not come 
out of this conference. On April 2, 
however, the tariff that had been fixed 
by the Canadian Pacific railroad a 
month earlier was re-arranged and the 
rates from all points on the main line 
and south between Sarnia and Kings- 
ton or Perth was made 13\c per 100 lbs 
on flour to Montreal for export, includ- 
ing terminal points north of the main 
line ranging from 2\c to 5c per 100 lbs 
more on the Grand Trunk or 4c per 100 
lbs more on the Canadian Pacific road. 
On April 16 the secretary of the associa- 
tion was instructed to go to Montreal 
at once and interview the traffic man- 
agers of the two roads and if it was 
found impossible to get the same rate 
on flour as on wheat for export to try 
to get the excessive charges from points 
north of the main line reduced. The 
effort was successful and on May | both 
roads issued a new tariff making the 
rates on wheat and flour as far as inland 
charges were concerned, the same for 
export from all points in Ontario. 

Aiming to encourage the farmers to 
show such qualities of wheat as will 
prove best for milling purposes an effort 
was made to influence the government 
to allow wheat for seed to come in free 
of duty. This was not granted but in 
July an arrangement was made with 
the minister of customs by which a re- 
bate of the duty will be granted on all 
wheat imported from Kansas and sold 
to farmers for seed at cost price this 
season, on a certificate to this effect be- 
pe Fe tegen A considerable quantity 
of Turkey red wheat has been brought 
in for seed this fall under the above ar- 
rangements, the purpose nome | to se- 
cure a quality of winter wheat in Onta- 
rio that will compare with that sold in 
Toledo and Detroit. 

The office of the central wheat buyer 
is one essentially established for the 
benefit of the millers. As it makes 
profit the miller benefits. The execu- 
tive recognizing that the profit of the 
office this year amounts to over $2,000 
and the total surplus to the satisfactory 
sum of over $10,000 recommends that a 
rebate of $1 per car on the same terms 
as heretofore instead of 75c be allowed 
the patrons of the office. A bonus of 
$500 was granted to Mr. Watts, to whose 
efforts is largely due the increase in 

rofits of the office, and a honorarium of 
0 to William Galbraith, treasurer. 


THE PRESIDENT’s ADDRESS. 


H. L. Rice, president, at this point in 
the proceedings, delivered his annual 
address. He spoke without manuscript 
or notes and showed himself an easy 
and forceful speaker. 

‘tMillers’ problems,”’ he said, ‘'thanks 
to the efforts of the Dominion Millers 
Association,” were gradually being 
solved but there yet remains some ques- 
tions to be settled. In one sense the 
most important of these was the effort 
that needed to be made to have the prod- 
uct of the farm sent out of the country 
asa manufactured article—not only as 
grain. He pointed out the immense 
benefit this would be, not simply to the 
miller, but to the country as a whole, 
when wheat was exported as flour—not 
as wheat—to be manufactured into flour 
elsewhere. It would mean an increase 
inthe milling capacity of the country 
that would again largely increase its 
manufacturing interests—in place of 
having many of our mills, as today, 
running only —_ time. The transpor- 
tation companies do not give very much 
encouragement to the exporting of flour 
as flour. They like to plan for good 
cargoes of wheat. But Mr. Rice con- 
tended that at the best this only meant 
aheavy trade at particular seasons of 
the year. Let the wheat be manufact- 
ured into flour and the transportation 
companies—water and rail—would re- 
ceive a large and steady business the 
year round. Of course an increase in 
the flour product meant an increase in 
the supply of offal and this would also 
bring business to the transportation 
companies going out from the country 
in the shape of cattle. Mr. Rice dweit 
with a great deal of emphasis on this 
particular matter and the manner in 
which his sentiments were re-echoed and 
endorsed by those who followed him 
showed that this is a big question, 
worthy of much thought by Canadian 
millers. 
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OTHER QUESTIONS DisCcUSSED. 


A valuable address was delivered by. 
George Goldie of Ayr, on reduced 
freight rates on wheat. This followed 
up some suggestions of the executive 
and introduced the question of grinding- 
in-transit for export. Mr. Goldie and 
many others did not see how we could 
hope to do’a large export trade unless 
this concession was secured and freight 
rates to the seaboard thereby reduced. 
The subject brought some of the small- 
er millers to their feet and also those 
like the T. H. Taylor Co, of Chatham, 
T. M. Syer of Thamesville, and others 
in the extreme western section of Onta- 
rio, who feared that such a step would 
work to their detriment. In reply it 
was shown that every miller, and par- 
ticularly the smaller miller, would be 
benefited were it possible for the large 
miller to find a profitable outside mar- 
ket for his product and not be forced to 
seek a place for it within our own coun- 
try. The discussion resulted in the 
passing of a resolution instructing the 
executive committee to see what could 
be done in this matter, with the under- 
standing that a limited time, perhaps 
thirt ays, would be given for the 

rinding and exporting of grain under 
the grinding-in-transit privilege. 

From a practical milling standpoint 
the two addresses, the one following the 
other, delivered respectively by Prof. 
C. A. Zavitz and Prof. R. Harcourt of 
the Guelph agricultural college, formed 
the most valaable part of the business 
program. Professor Zavitz talked of 
wheat growing profitable for farmer and 
miller, illustrating his talk with care- 
fully prepared tables showing the value 
of the different —— of wheat, as re- 
gards yield, mi sy be | and other 
points. Professor Harcourt talked on 
the milling roperties of wheat as 
shown by analysis, having on exhibi- 
tion six specimens of grain, flour made 
from these, and the bread made from 
the flour. Both addresses were thor- 
oughly appreciated by the millers, 
showing that while they recognized the 
need of understanding the commercial 
end of pe that behind all that must 
be good milling. 

In the absence of W. Wenger of Ayton, 
who was to have delivered an address 
on gristing and exchange, Secretary 
Watts read a letter supplemented by 
tables of figures from Mr. Wenger eug: 
goetng lines on which this subject could 
»e discussed. The impression seemed 
clear from Mr. Wenger’s standpoint 
that millers were going into this busi- 
ness a good deal in the dark and were 
undertaking to manufacture flour on a 
basis that could leave very little profit. 

T. M. Syers of Thamesville followed 
Mr. Wenger’s paper with a talk on the 
cost of making a barrel of flour, touch- 
ing the subject in a semi-humorous 
strain, also making the point that mill- 
ers do not always go about this practi- 
calend of their business in the most 
careful and calculating fashion. 

A general discussion followed as the 
meeting drew to a close on the old 
trouble of shortage in car weight, cause 
and remedy. The association bore out 
the reputation of the ‘ttHonest Miller” 
by resolving, when the outturn showed 
an overplus in place of shortage to pay 
for the same, while they would do what 
| could to show that they were not 
called upon to pay for grain they did 
not receive.

The election of officers for the ensuing 
year resulted as follows: President, W.

The social side of milling was not for- 
gotten in the planning of the day’s pro- 
gram. Being held during the week of 
the Toronto industrial exhibition, the 
city was full of visitors and millers 
were invited to bring their wives and 
lady friends. This they did. In the aft- 
ernoon the ladies were driven around 
the city as the guests of the association 
and in the evening lunched at the exhi- 
bition grounds and given special seats 
on the grand stand to take in the even- 
ing performance. The millers them- 
selves, after adjourning at 7:30, were en- 
tertained at the banquet given by the 
Canadian manufacturers association, 
which was a very perfect gathering in 
every way.

During the last week there has been a 
much better feeling in the flour market, 
owing chiefly to the cold and rain 
weather here. Considerable c.i. f. busi- 
ness has been put through, largely in 
Kansas flours, and in some cases at an 
advance of 6d over last week’s prices. 
At the . go country markets the 
offerings of wheat have not been large 
and an advance of 3d to Is has been 
asked. In consequence there has been 
an advance of 3d to 6d in English flour. 

On the Baltic, sales have been made 
at 6d over the asking prices a week ago. 
Among the sales reported is one of 
11,244 qrs per Lord Elgin from California 
at 3ls 3d. A cargo of Walla Walla 
wheat, 15,788 qrs, ba Galgate, June 22, 
was sold at 29s 3d net. A cargo of Ar- 
gentine wheat, f. a. q., July-August 
shipment, was sold at 29s, and another 
of Argentine wheat, weighing 63 lbs, for 
August-September shipment, was sold 
at 29s 9d, which is nearly Is higher than 
the prices bid a week ago. Some 19,000 
qrs of Siberian wheat have recently 
been sold to London but the price is not 
stated. Australian wheat on passage 
has been sold at 3ls. The market for 
wheat parcels is quoted steady, and 
prices are about 6éd@ls higher thana 
week ago. Present quotations are, No. 
1 hard Manitoba, for September ship- 
ment, 32s; No.1 hard Duluth for Octo- 
ber shipment, 32s 6d; hard winter 
wheat for September-October shipment, 
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The Times this morning gives an in- 
teresting review of the last cereal year. 
The fluctuations in the weekly average 
of English wheat have been but 4s 3d 
per qr, which, while inconsiderable, 
were nevertheless greater than the year 
before when they were only 3s 10d per 

r, or about 82 perbu. These fluctua- 
tions seem very slight indeed, when 
compared with the fluctuations of 1897- 
1898. In that year the price of wheat in 
England showed a range of 17s 16d per 
qr. The official price of English wheat 
is arrived at by the returns made under 
the ‘'Corn Returns”’ act of 1882. Under 
this law, 196 market towns are desig- 
nated in England and Wales where the 
excise offices receive returns from the 
merchants and tabulate them, giving the 
quantities and prices per imperial quar- 
ter which is 480 lbs for wheat, 400 for bar- 
ley and 312 for oats. The market towns 
selected vary in number in the different 
counties according to the amount of 
grain grown. Thus in Suffolk there are 
19 markets which report; in Norfolk, 
10; in Lincoln, 9; but in Westmoreland 
only 1, and it seems that no corn was 
returned from that market at all last 
year. In all Wales there are only 10 
markets that make returns. 

For many years Norwich, the princi- 

altown of Norfolk, has returned the 
argest quantity of wheat, but last year 
London took the lead by reporting sales 
of Ty wheat to the extent of 
192,255 qrs. The town of Peterborough, 
in Lincoln, came next with sales of 
164,501. Other leading markets and 
quantities t ee 7 them were: 
Norwich, 164,226; Hull, 146,466; Chelms- 
ford, 108,290. 

The largest amount of English wheat 
reported marketed in any one year 
during the last eight years was 98,144 
qrs, this being the amount returned for 
the week ending May 20, 1899. It is 
rather noteworthy that the largest 
amount inarketed this year was prac- 
tically for the corresponding week. 
For the week ending May 19 this year 
sales of 83,942 qrs were reported. For 
the vears 1896, 1897 and 1898 the heaviest 
marketing by English farmers was 
toward the close of November. The 


quantities marketed in these years re- 


spestivaly being for the heaviest week, 
74,083; 83 : Last year about 40 
per cent of the estimated production 
was reported as sold. The average 
price of English wheat for the last ten 
ears works out at 28s 5d, which is not 
ar from the present price.

Hongkong mail ad- 
vices of Aug. 10, state that stocks at that 
port have increased to 1,700,000 quarter 
sacks, with shipments to the interior 
daily growing of smaller proportions. 
These figures apaereesy refute the ex- 
planation of the decline in Japan trade 
as due to that country drawing on Hong- 
kong for stocks. ad this been the 
case, the stocks at the Chinese port 
would hardly have increased at all, as 
shipments from the Pacific coast have 
been comparatively light. It is proba- 
ble that Japan is sailing very close to 
the wind, and not replenishing her 
stocks. There are a. few small orders 
dribbling in all the time, but they 
are all for small amounts of special 
brands, merely to fill up stocks of varie- 
ties for which there has been more call 
than there has been for others. Neither 
the Japanese nor the Chinese will take 
hold of anything like a round lot even 
at very low figures. Some pretty good 
stock has been offered for the Orient 
this week at $2.55 per bbl, but there 
were no takers. Quotations on export 
stock are nominal at $2.60@2.75 per bbl. 
The steamship Monmouthsbire, sailin 
next week, will take out about 20, 
bbls mostly on old account. The ap- 
ec ema close of navigation on the 

ukon has caused quite a demand for 
flour shipment to Alaska, dealers being 
anxious to get the stock through to 
Dawson and up river points before the 
ice commences running. The scarcity 
of valley wheat of a good grade has 
caused some of the mills to make sub- 
stantial increases in their limits in or- 
der to meet theirorders. As high as 60c 
is rom for good milling grades and 
Walla Walla is selling around 57e, al- 
though this figure is in excess of the ex- 
port value, based on current freight 
rates—45s. With farmers holding their 
wheat so firmly, and considerable com- 
petition among the mills, the profits of 
the business are undergoing a material 
reduction.

Eyre, three of San Francisco’s large ex- 
porting firms. + 


Joshua Eppinger of the San Francisco 
house of Eppinger & Co., grain export- 
ers, has been spending several days in 
Portland looking after the affairs of the 
Portland branch since the death of C. 
W. Tracy. He returned to San Francis- 
co last evening, leaving Alfred E. Sut- 
ton in charge of the Portland office. 
Mr. Sutton has been with the firm since 
the establishment of the Portland 
branch. 


There are six ships at Portland under 
charter for wheat-loading, and one on 
the disengaged list. The latter has re- 
peatedly refused 45s, and is holding out 
for 46s 3d, with an excellent prospect for 
securing it. The en route list for Port- 
land includes fifty-four ships and for 
the first time on record, the British flag 
does not outnumber that of other na- 
tions. Ofthe number 27 fly the British 
flag, 16 the German, 9 the French, and 
1 each the Italian and the Norwegian. 


Dollar wheat in Oregon is not an illu- 
sion in some sections of this big state, 
for that is the price at which the 1900 
crop has been selling in Lake county 
since the season opened. Lake county 
is way back in the interior so far re- 
moved from railroads that it is but 
sparsely settled and as most of the pop- 
ulation is engaged in stock raising, the 
few farmers who are tilling the soil se- 
cure excellent prices for their product. 
The wheat crop in the county is below 
the average, and some of the growers 
are expecting to receive $1.25 per bu be- 
fore the end of the year. 


Some of the results of the extravagant 
over-estimates of the wheat crop made 
early in the season are now apparent in 
the very heavy importations of grain 
bags from Calcutta. The Pacific north- 
west was shorton grain bags last sea- 
son, and a few months ago the promises 
for a record-breaking crop were so 
bright that in order to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the shortage on bags, numerous 
orders were cabled after the regular 
stocks had been purchased. The steam- 
ship Argyll, which arrived about a 
month ago, brought 1,400,000 bags; the 
Thyra, in last week, had 200,000, and the 
Monmouthshire, which arrived Monday, 
brought over 1,800,000. The market is 
much weaker, and best grades are ob- 
tainable at 6c, with reports that this 
figure has been shaded. 

President Wilcox of the Portland 
Flouring Mills re received 
a box of samples of the manufactured 
product of some of the flour he has been 
shipping to China. It included some 
very dainty appearing macaroni and 
spaghetti, white as the driven snow, and 
put up in very neat packages. bere 
was also a number of cakes which 
looked as though they might be more 
valuable for something else than food. 
Considerable sugar was used with them, 
and they were light in weight and cov- 
ered with paint and twisted into fantas- 
tic figures. Some of them were colored 
so highly that they looked more like 
pieces of ochre than cakes made from 
good Walla Walla wheat flour. Chinese 
pastry cooks would hardly tempt the 
American palate with the samples of 
their handiwork forwarded in the pack- 
age.

(Minn.) Flouring Mill Co: ‘Sales in 
the past two weeks have been a little in 
excess of our output with prices far from 
satisfactory. Practically all of the bus- 
iness done was with domestic buyers, 
as with the high ocean rates now pre- 
vailing, we find foreign bids about 9d 
to 1s out of line with cost. The demand 
for millfeed is very good and at some- 
what better prices. We find clears of 
rather slow sale, especially second clear, 
of which we have an accumulation. But 
little threshing has been done in our 
section as yet. The samples of new 
wheat we have seen, appear to be of very 
choice milling quality and better than 
last year’s crop. The supply for the 
coming year in the territory through 
which we buy, promises to be sufficient 
for our requirements, and we anticipate 
more difficulty in getting plenty of or- 
ders at prices which will show a profit 
than we do in getting wheat to fill them. 
The crop year just closed was far from 
satisfactory, for though the business 
was of fair volume, we found it difficult 
to get cost for flour the greater portion 
of the time.”’

GALVESTON’S STORM. 


Work of the Hurricane at Galveston—Several Men Well Known in the 
Trade Killed—Flour Mills and Elevators Badly Damaged. 


[Special Telegram. | 


Sr. Louis, Sept. 11.—The hurricane 
and tidal wave that swept over and sub- 
merged Galveston, wrecked the splen- 
did plant of the Texas Star Flour Mills, 
having a capacity of 1,000 bbls and 
owned by the Reymershoffers. 

Reports indicate that the mill was 
mer A wrecked by the wind and that the 
adjoining grain elevator was also seri- 
ously damaged. The same company 
suffered additional loss by having its 
steamer the Gyller grounded and 
wrecked between Texas City and Vir- 

inia Point. The Gylier has been ply- 
ing to Cuban ports for a number of years 
with flour cargoes handled by Rafael 
Tellez of Havana. 

The three Galveston elevators owned 
by the Galveston Wharf Co. are reported 
seriously damaged. They contained 
2,300,000 bus of grain, mostly wheat. 
Two-thirds of this was owned by St. 


Louis exporters, the Orthwein Grain Co. 
and D. R. Francis & Bro. Commission 
Co. 

Among the people killed are Stan- 
ley G. Spencer, agent Elder-Dempster 
Steamship Co.; Charles L. Kellner, Sr., 
a prominent cotton broker; W. L. Daly, 
agent for Charles F. Orthwein & Sons, 
all of whom were killed by a building 
collapsing. Walter Betts, a prominent 
young cotton seed product broker, one 
of the most promising in Galveston, 
met death together with his wife. 
Thomas Webster, Sr., secretary of the 
grain inspector of the port, and family 
of four, were drowned. James Holland, 
until recently manager of the Texas Ex- 
port Flour Co., with his wife and three 
children, lived within two blocks of the 
Gulf. Reports state that every building 
within three blocks of the Gulf was 
swept away.

The Buckwheat Crop. 


Ira H. Loucks has leased the Carey 
mill at Howe’s Cave, N. Y. He says of 
buckwheat: ‘The crop will be about 
two-thirds of an averagehere. Hot, dry 
weather has damaged it.”’ 

Hart Bros., Flushing, Mich., report 
that the buckwheat crop in that section 
is below the average in condition and 
will be short. 

The Larrowe Milling Co., Cohocton, 
N.Y: ‘*The buckwheat crop has been 
improved by late rains. While the crop 
will not be large, we are of the opinion 
that there will be enough fur milling 
purposes. If, however, exporters pay 
as high prices as do millers at first, 
there will be a shortage before the sea- 
son is over.”’ 

O. C. F. Sorenson, Kasson, Minn: 
‘t Buckwheat in this vicinity did not fill 
well, owing to the hot, dry weather in 
August. It may possibly yield halfa 
crop.”’ 

To inquiries sent out by the Blodgett 
Milling Co., Janesville, Wis., as to the 
condition of buckwheat in Wisconsin on 
a te 6, responses have been about as 
follows: Condition of crop, good; ready 
to cut by Sept. 15; will be offering grain 
Sept. 25 to Oct. 1. Quick marketing of 
the grain depends considerably on the 
weather. 

Under date of Sept. 7, the Blodgett 
company says: ‘'From present indica- 
tions the isconsin buckwheat crop 
will probably be above the average 
both in quality and quantity. All 
weather conditions have been extremely 
favorable forthe growth and maturity 
of the grain. Prices will probably start 
rather high, and we do not look for any 
low prices this season.”’

The work of putting on the new fly 
wheel at the Wilcox mill has been com- 
pleted, and this (Thursday) morning 
the plant was started after an idleness 
of about two months. It will run night 
and day to catch up on orders. he 
Watson, Olds plant continues to operate 
fulltime. Complaints regarding trade 
conditions are not heard from any part 
of the state, and most of the plants are 
running full time. Locally, stocks are 
low, owing to the long period of idle- 
ness of the Puget Sound mills. Consid- 
erable flour is received for shipment 
across the Pacific, and at present there 
is a fair quantity of it in the ocean ware- 
houses awaiting vessels to carry it to 
the Orient.

During the crop year of 1899-1900 the 
receipts of wheat at Tacoma amounted 
to 5,946 cars, against 8,777 for the previ- 
ous year and 11,432 in 1897-8. Using the 
multiple employed by the state grain 
commission of 754 bus to the car, the 
receipts for the year amounted to 4,483,- 
284 bus. The remarkable falling off for 
the year as compared with the two pre- 
vious seasons is accounted for by the 
fact that the harvest for the past two 
seasons has been less than it was three 
seasons ago; also, that grain has been 
held in the interior by farmers. Then 
the higher prices that prevailed for 
wheat in 1897-98 brought out all the 
stores that had been held in the interior 
and brought up the receipts for that 
year. One of the important factors in 
the situation, however, is that the mills 
in the interior have been large con- 
sumers of wheat, and the grain has 
passed through the Sound ports for ex- 
port in the shape of flour. 

In addition to the wheat received dur- 
ing the crop year the receipts of barley 
amounted to 176 cars, against 161 for the 
year before and 87 for two years before. 
Oats received were 191 cars, against 123 
in 1898-99 and 103 in 1897-98,

R. P. Tjossem & Son have started 
their new 100-bbl mill at Ellensburg, 
which was built to replace their plant 
destroyed by fire last February. The 
mill is three stories high, 30x70 feet, and 
it is equipped with plansifters. An ele- 
vator with 16,000 bus capacity has also 
been completed. 


Emil Boas, general manager for the 
Hamburg-American Steamship Line in 
the United States, was in Seattle this 
week en route to San Francisco. While 
in this state he was engaged in making 
inquiries as to the state of the horse 
market. It is said his line has a con- 
tract to supply the German government 
with animals. 

Receipts of all grain in August were 
heavier than for any August in the his- 
tory of the local markets. The wheat 
receipts, amounting 749 cars, were never 
before equaled during August. There 
were also received during the month 18 
cars of oats and 48 of barley. Last year 
the receipts of wheat in August amount- 
ed to 136 cars. 


The grain warehousemen at Seattle 
are on a strike. The influx of men from 
Alaska induced the warehousemen to 
attempt to cut wages, and the men 
walked out. They had been getting 25c 
an hour. The grain men proposed to 
make a cut to 20c. Some help is em- 
ployed at that rate, but the companies 
have not nearly as many men as, are 
needed. The grain handlers in Tacoma 
had been getting 224%c an hour up to 
Sept. 1, when the scale was raised to 25c. 


Nearly one-half the grain crop in the 
vicinity of Palouse is reported in ware- 
houses at that place. Fully 80 per cent 
of the crop there has been cut, and about 
65 per cent threshed. Some rains have 
fallen since harvest began, but they 
have done no harm. It nearly all grades 
No. 1, and there is less off-grade wheat 
in that section than was ever known in 
any previous crop. It is estimated that 


300,000 bus will be marketed at Palouse 
this fall, and already the warehouses 
there have 130,000 bus. The estimate 


for the Palouse receipts is some- 
what less than the average for past sea- 
sons here, but not nearly as much below 
as was feared at the beginning of har- 
vest.

About 7,500 ten hickory-hoop barrels 
were taken by the mills last week. 

This would be a great season fora 
heading manufacturers’ association. 
Prices could be maintained without 
much difficulty. 

For the week ending Sept. 8, 6 shops 
outside of Minneapolis received 4 cars 
elm staves, 1 car patent coiled hoops 
and 1 car heading. 

The selling of 43,975 barrels last week 
by all Minneapolis shops, represented 
the consumption of 214,000 coiled elm 
hoops and 191,000 hickory hoops. 

For the week ending Sept. 8, flour 
barrel stock was unloaded in Minneap- 
olis by all shops as follows: Elm 
staves, 20 cars; heading, 6; patent 
hoops, 5; hickory hoops, 1. 

Local shops probably have on hand 
barrels in excess of 175,000, beside liber- 
al quantities of stock. Of course this 
accumulation is made in expectation of 
the usual heavy call for barrels be-

The supply will be short and 
cannot be remedied before next spring, 
The raw material is also Potting very 
scarce and hard to get and to get it at 
all high prices must be paid compared 
with prices paid for timber up to one 
year ago.”” 


The American Lumberman of Chi- 
cago — of the Chicago market: 
‘*There is some buying of lard tierces 
in the neighborhood of 90c, but when 
92)4c is asked, coopers show no§disposi- 
tion to invest. Tierce staves range at 
$21@22, but most of the sales are made 
at $21.50 or lower. Pork staves range at 
$17@18 for best quality with light de- 
mand. The ingu ry for pork barrels is 
small. In tierce hoops but little in- 
terestis shown. There is a little de- 
mand for pork heading at old prices. 
Slack barrel cooperage is offered in ex- 
cess of the demand. The northwestern 
inquiry for flour barrels has been dis- 
appointing. There is some general de- 
mand, however, for No. 2 7, barrels, 
but these are in overstock, having been 
manufactured in excess of the probable 
western demand.”’ 


The coopers of Chicago, in petitioning 
Governor Tanner of Illinois to take 
some action toward relieving them of 
the unfair competition arising from the 
cooperage department in the state peni- 
tentiary, seem to have derived no satis- 
faction from that official. The gover- 
nor in his reply intimated that the pe- 
tition was mixed up with politics; so 
would offer no assistance. This has 
naturally not pleased Chicago coopers, 
and they are talking back very pointec- 
ly. The operators of twenty-two shops 
signed the petition. They employ 
about 1,200 men, and claim to have been 
closed down for five months this year, 
while the prison shop has run steadily. 
Prison-made packages are sold at such 
low prices that the Chicago shops can- 
not compete with them. J. H. Winter. 
bottom & Sons pay 10c for making lard 
tierces and pork barrels in the prison; 
while Chicago manufacturers pay 22}sc. 
The coopers assert that it costs the 
Winterbottom shop only 80c to produce 
packages, while the cost to Chicago 
shops is 92%c. The Chicago coopers 
claim that unless relieved of this ruin- 
ous competition, they will be forced out 
of business.
